E have receiv’d Letters from Naples 
of the 10th of July importing, that 
the Dukes of Matalone and Regina 
died there lately : That a Gentle- 
man was come thither from the 

Viceroy of Sardinia, to follicit Succours of Troops, 
and to lay out 14000 Crowns in Arms and Ammu- 
nitions of War: And that 2 Companies of Infantry 
were order’d to return to the City of Naples from 
the Abruzzo, on a Reprefentation made to the Vice- 
roy, that that Province was burden’d with more 
Troops than it could well fubfift. 
By the Neutral Countries we bave receiv'd the follow- 
ing News from Bruffels, printed. cae 
Madrid, July 20. On the 12th Advice was brought 
to this Court, of a Victory obtain’d by the Troops 
of the 2 Crowns, over the Enemies commanded by 
the Dutch General the Baron d’Obdam, at Eckeren 
near Antwerp; for which good News Illuminations 
and Bonfires were made three Nights fucceifively, 
and on the 13th the King and Queen accompanied 
by the Lords and Ladies of the Court, went in pu- 
blick ro che Church of our Lady of Atocha, to aiffift 
at the Te Deum which was {ung on this occafion. 
The Duke of Alva is not yet fer out on his Embafly 
to France, and notwithftanding moft of his Equi- 
age is already fent before, ‘tis likely he will nor 
in his Journey till the great Heats are over. 
The 2 Regiments of the Principality of Catalonia 
ate expected here daily, and will march into Eftra- 
madura, where there is already a great number of 
Troops, which if occafien require will be drawn 
together into a Body for the Security of the Frontier. 


They continue to beat up for Voluntiers in this and _ 


other Cities, and the Troops. that are here, are 
exercis'd daily, and are order’d to hold themielves 
in a readinefs to march towards the Frontiers. They 
write from Cadix, that a Detachment of 500 Horfe 
ismatch’d for Badajos ; that 2 Ships lately arriv’d 
with Ammunitions of War are unlading there ; and 
that the Train of Artillery defign’d for the Defence 
of the Pofts that “are fortified about that City 
ov the neighbouring Places, is compleatly. got 
ready.

Rome, July 14. The Pope is well recover’d of his 
late Indifpofition, continues his Application to pu- 
blick Bufinefs, holds frequent Congregations on the 
prefent State of Affairs in Chriftendom,and this Week 
gave 2 long Audiences to the Cardinals Barberigo 
and Fourbin. The Town of Ancona refufes to re- 
ceive the Reiriforcement lately fent thither from 
hence under the Command of the Count of San 
Martino. The Cardinal di San Cefareo, who was 
fent to Genoa by his Holinefs to take up a confider- 
able Sum of Money at Intereft to fupply the pretfing 
Occafions of the Apoltolical Chamber ; has already 
remitted 200000 Crowns hither from thence, and 
‘nother Sum to Ferrara to pay off that Garrifon. 
The Marquefs de Ragiri,who is a Dependant on the 
Spanith Ambaffador, having taken upon him to talk 
frequently and openly with too great liberty of the 


Houfe of Auftria, fome Domefticks of Cardinal Gri- 
mani and of the Count de Lamberg, took an oppor- 
tunity laft Week to cudgel him in a publick Cotfee- 
houfe fo feverely, that they left him half dead. The 
Pope being made acquainted with it was highly dif 
pleas‘ ; but the Imperial Ambaffador fent a Perfon 
to day to inform him what great Provocations the 
Marquefs had given for fuch Ufage; which has 
fatisfied ‘his Holinefs. The Town of Senegallia 
having feut to detire the Pope to intercede with the 
King of France, that his Frigats which cruize in the 
Adriatick may not moleft any Veffels coming to the 
great Fair kept in that Town, or returning from it, 
his Holinefs fent for the Cardtnal de Fourbip, who 
has promis’d to procure Paffports for all Vefels of 
any Nation whatever to pafs and repafs with all 
Safety to that Fair. The Congregation de propaganda 
fide, affembled lately to confider of the Affair of 
Monfieur Cock, (who was fometime fince made 
Apoftolical Vicar in Holland by the Recommenda- 
tion of the Jefuites, Sworn Enemies of Monfieur 


‘Code, who was invefted with that Dignity, and of 


whom the Srates of Holland, approv’d preferably to 
Monfieur Cock,) and refolv’d to write to the Inter= 


nuncio at Bruffels, that it is the Pope’s pleafure that 


Monfieur Cock be permitted to difcharge the Fune 
ctions of his Office of Apoftolical Vicar in Holland, 
in all Points. 


Hague, Auguft 14. The following Placard has

* The Councellors Deputies of the States of Hol- 
* land and Weftfrifeland, to all whom thefe Prefents 
‘may concern, Greeting. It having been repre- 
* fenced to us, that a certain Perfon nam’d Theodofte 
* Cock,lately a Romith Prieft at Leiden,has prefum’d 
* to write a Letter in Latinto fome Cardinals at 
* Rome, dated Nov. 10. 1702. on occafion of the 
* Publication of a Placard of their Noble and High 
* Mightineffes, dared Aug. 17. 1702. forbiddirg the 
* faid Cock to exercife the Office of Apoftolical 
“Vicar, &c. In which Letter he inferted a Scan- 
‘ dalous and Injurious Paffage, the Tranflation of 
* which is as follows. 

We could hardly believe that fuch things would 
have been advis’d, much lefs that the States of 
Holland could have been prevail’d with to put 
them in Execution, feeing in other Matters the 
faid States are Moderate, Prudent, and Indulgent ; 
But Avarice which betray’d Chrift, has likewife 
betray’d Chrift’s Vicar. Among feveral good Men 
an ill one is found, among feveral generous~ Men 
a covétous one. Of the Senators whereof the Su- 
preme Council is compos’d, the Noble and Pu- 
iffant Lord of Duyvenvord is Prefident; to whom 
thereft pay grear Deference and are almoft wholly 
led by him. The Adverfaries of Chrift blinded 
him with their Prefents. That Prefents of confi- 
derable Value were made him is certain. 

‘ For thefe Caufes, confidering that feveral Copies 
‘ and Extracts of the faid Letter have been difpers’d, 
‘ by which not only the Honour and Reputation of 
‘ the faid Lord of Duyvenvorde is greatly injur’d,
